Wonderful Discovery 
Of German Experts 


Treatment Given To Living Trees 
Makés Lumber Partly Fireproot 


A thin mineral soup, fed to living 
trees to make their wood partly fire- 
proof after it has been cut and mado 
into boards, has been invented by ex- 
perts of the College of Forestry, at 
Tharandt, Germany. Phe process is 
a modification of one invented some 
time ago to dye the wood of a living’ 
tree to any desired colour, For this 
purpose solutions of the desired dyes 
were placed in holes bored in the 
tree close to the ground. As the sap 
rose the dye went with it, gradually 
colouring the wood. In the new fire-| 
proofing process, the dye solution is 
replaced by a bowl of the new “soup” 
containing’ compounds of silicon and 
fluorine and other chemical elements, 
so arranged that the solution flows 
little by little into a hole bored in the 
tree trunk. As with the dye solution, 
these chemicals are absorbed slowly 
by the tree and carried up by the 
rising sap into every fibre of the 
wood. The solution is too diluted to 
damage the living cells of the tree. 
Instead, its chemicals are gradually 
converted into mineral deposits 
throughout the wood, such as hap- 
pens in the course of millions of 
years to wood buried in mineralizea 
ground and.slowly turned into stony 
fossil. To carry this mineralizing 
process too far in the rrees intendea 
| for timber is unwise, since the min- 
| eral deposits make the wood harder 
|to saw. The German experts claim 
to have succeeded, however, in min- 
'eralizing trees just enough to make 
| their wood almost fireproof without 
| destroying its properties as wood.

Unemployment and 
immigration are, he says, two quite separate and distinct problems anu 
should be tackled as such. ' 

Then what is Mr. Thomas’ proposal to Canada? It is simple, clear-cut, 
workable, and one that should find favor with, and the sympatheuc 


support of the people of Canada. In a word it is that our large Canaan | 


corporations, and our people generally, should, when making purchases buy 
British-made goods and articles, if such are not made in Canada, in pre- 
ference to buying fsom any other country. He has asked the Dominion 
Government to give encouragement and support to such a policy, He hay 
Bat down in conference with .the heads of the Canadian Pacific ana 
Canadian National Railways and asked them to follow such a policy. Hu 
has said to the officials of the Canadian Wheat Pool: ‘Britain is the largest 
purchaser of your wheat. We are your best customer, just as we are 
Canada’s best customer. Thus, when you require machinery or, other things 
which Canada itself does not manufacture and cannot supply, we ask you 
to buy from us, rather than from others.” : 

This should appeal to the people of Canada as good business, It is a 
self-respecting proposal for both parties to it. For example, Mr, Thomas 
points out that Canada imports over 16,000,000 tons of coal from the 
United States. He wants, and says he is going to get, some of that coal 
business for Britain,--Canada’s best customer,—and thereby assist the coal 
mining industry of the Old Land and supply work for some of the thousands 
of uneniployed miners there, as well as cargoes for British boats, thus 
providing employment for British.dock hands, sailors, and all and sundry 
having to do with the business of shipping. F 

Such a policy will strike a responsive chord with the people of 
Western Canada, who are not particularly favourable to any policy of 
restrictive tariffs, or other forms of restraint on trade, and who firmly 
believe that the proper policy for this Dominion to pursue ts to offset tariff 
action by other countries against Canada by further reducing tariffs on 
British goods and thereby assisting to substitute British-made goods for 
those of other countries. 

The success of such a policy lies largely with the individual Canadiau 
citizen. He can make it a success by stipulating when making any purchase 
that, first, he must have an article made in Canada, and, if that cannoc 
be obtained, second, that it be’ British-made. “Importers, wholesalers, 
distributors, retailers, will quickly adjust their stocks to comply with the 
popular demand, 

Leaving all sentiment aside, it is’ good business for the people of 
Canada to support and buy from their best customer. The more we buy 
from Britain, the more Britain can afford to buy from us,

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Regina was named as the scene of 
the 1930 convention of the Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada, The 
western city defeated Hamilton by 
109 to 75 for the honor. 

Mrs, Jessie Campbell Ewart, wife 
of John S, Ewart, K.C., widely known 
authority on constitulonal law and 
history, died at her Ottawa residence 
recently.

The amazing growth of the Eng- 
lish language, surpassing that of any 
other during the past 100 years, was 
{llustrated by statistics compiled by 
& newspaper published at Zurich, 
Switzerland. 

English was spoken by less than 
20,000,000 persons in 1830, the sta- 
tistics showed, while at present no 
less than 160,000,000 people speak it 
natively, while an additional 60,000,-

Dr. Howard T. Barnes, interna- 
tionally known ice-engineering ex- 
| pert, was at McGill University for a 
few days while his experimental ship, 
“The Ulvira,” tvas undergoing re- 
pairs and refitting before starting 
out for a series of experiments in the 
Bay of Fundy. : 

Dr. Barnes stated that he had just

To develop methods of making the 
icebergs visible at night is the objec- 
tive of Dr. Barnes’ present investiga- 
tions. If he is successfui, ships will 
be able to proceed at full ' speed 
either in darkness or fog in the vicin- 
ity of icebergs without danger of 
ccllison. This he hopes will make the 
St. Lawrence route to Europe even 
safer than at present,

TEACHING THE LAW OF GOR 


Golden Text: “The opening of Thy 
words giveth Nght.”—Psalm 119.180, 
Lesson; Nehemiah 8,1-18, 
Devotional Reading:. Psalm 119. 
97-104, i 
Explanations and Comments 


The Reading Of the Law By Ezra, 
verse 1-8, The first day of the 
seventh month is the day which from 
the time of Alexander the Great, has 
been celebrated by the Jews as their 
New Year's Day. On this day 
occurred the festival known as the 
Feast of Trumpets, which was ob- 
served with special rites: see Lev. 
23.24, 25; Num. 29.1-6. In the year 
445° B.C., on this day (Neh. 7.73), the 
people of Jerusalem assembled in the 
broad place before the water gate, 
and Ezra, the priest and scribe, road 
to them the Book of the Law of 
Mosess “In Ezra the title of ‘scrine’ 
came to mean ‘the man of the book.’ 
It is evident that the scribes were 
the nearest originals of the clergy of 
later ,times.”—Dean Stanley. Ex- 
actly to what the phrase, the Book 
of the Law of Moses, refers is a dis- 
puted question among scholars, The 
entire Pentateuch, some believe; the 
legislative portions only of the Pen- 
tateuch, others maintain. 


Ezra stood upon a wooden plat- 
form above the people and was aided 
by thirteen Levites, who gave the 
sense, so that/the people understood 
the reading. Evidently Ezra read 
the Law sentence by sentence, and 
briefly. expounded it, and then the 
Levites made the explanation clear 
to the people. Men, women, and chil- 
dren, old enough to understand, lis- 
tened attentively to the reading from 
early morning until midday. On ac- 
count of the heat they had their cus- 
tomary rest during the noon hour. To 
the reading the people responded 
with Amen, Amen (So be it), with a 
lifting up of the hands, evidently 
with the palms upward in supplicu- 
tion for the divine blessing, and then 
they bowed their heads and worship- 
ed Jehovah with their faces to the 
ground. 

The Effect Of the Reading Of the 
Law, verse 9. “By Ezra’s inspiration 
and under his guidance the Law was 
now for the first time put before the 
Jews in such a way as to convince 
them that it was the most important 
thing in the world that their lives 
should be conducted wholly in ac- 
cordance with its precepts.”-—A. S; 
Peake. : 

Nehemiah the governor, Ezra the 
priest, and the Levites said to the 
people: “This day is holy unto 
Jehovgh your God; mourn not, nor 
weep.” The day was holy because it 
was the day of the new moon and 
of the blowing of trumpets, and also 
because of the reading of the Law. 

The People Comforted, verses 10- 
12. “Go your way, eat the fat ana 
drink the sweet,’ counselled Nehe- 
miah using .@ proverbial expression 
meaning ‘Do not fast or mourn.” 
“And send portions unto him for 
whom nothing is prepared.”

Creator Of Sherlock Holmes“ Speaks 
Of Impressions Of Mediums 


In the well equipped police station 
of the future a trained clairvoyant 
would be part of the detective de- 
parment, according to the creator of 
| “Sherlock Holmes.” 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle discussed 
the possibilities of a clairvoyant or 
a psychometrist helping in the solu- 
tion of the Rothstein mysery and 
other puzzling cases 
detectives throughout the world. 
envisioned a day when, criminals 
would have to destroy everything 
used in carrying out crime, other- 
wise a psychontetrist would ‘'sense” 
clues and hand them to detectives. 

“Although I do not think anyone 
could ever be convicted on tHe know- 
‘ledge or evidence of a clairvoyant, I 
do believe the latter can find clues 
where the police fall,” Sir Arthur 
said. 5 

“The proper term is psychome- 
trist, the work having nothing to 
do with spiritism. It is purely a 
matter of the medium’s own latent 
powers.” 

Sir Arthur gave as an example the 
finding of a blood-stained knife. The 
psychometrist, called to the scene, 
would inform the detective thus: 

“T have a strong impression of a 
man with a long black mustache, 
wearing a brown suit.” 

According to Sir Arthur this 
would give the detective something 
to work on, as no matter how skilful 
the detective was, he could not have 
received an impression of the man’s 
appearance from seeing the knife.

ONE OF PEACE 


Victoria.—Great Britain's foreign 
policy has never been one of sub- 
servience to France, but one for the 
preservation of peace in Europe, Rt. 
Hon. Winston. Churchill, former 
chancellor of the exchequer in the 
Baldwin Government, declared here. 


He was addressing a_ luncheon 
given In his honor, where nearly 
1,000 persons greeted him enthusi- 


astically, The gathering was spon- 
sored by the Canadian Club and Na- 
tional Council of Education, 

He had gathered, said Mr. Church- 
ill, that there had been tendencies to 
misrepresent the foreign policy ot 
which he spoke, Britain had ever 
recogn’zed, he recalled, that recon- 
ciliation between France and Ger- 
many was the primary objective of 
European d'plomats and leaders. All 
other problems were of lesser im- 
portance. Through the treaty of 
Locarno the bringing of these two 
nations into closer comradeship had

Important Race ‘Vor A Aviators May Bo

Toronto.—The rapid development 
of alr navigation in Canada during 
the past few years promises to cu)- 
minate In an aviation event in this 
country which, it is expected here, 
will rival in importance the race for 
the Schnelder cup, now the interna- 
tlonal classic of Europe.

PALESTINE IS 
MORE SERIOUS 


Jerusalem.—Moslem Arabs through- 
out the Holy Land and the bordering 
states are being called upon by 
highly inflammatory propaganda to 
revolt and move against the govern- 
ment of Palestine. 

Floods of this propaganda material 
were said to have emanated from 
Jaffa, Haifa, Egypt, Damascus, 
Beirut and Aleppo and have been in- 
strumental in the smouldering of 
renewed discontent which some re- 
gard as portentious, 

One of the proclamations in cir- 
culation among the Arabs heralded 
a “holy war” and called upon all 
Arabs to help Arab insurgents in 
Palestine, whose condition wag 
described in the blackest terms. 

Although Jerusalem was quiet, 
British troops continued ‘their inces- 
sant clashes with bands of  tribes- 
men who have penetrated the Pales- 
tine borders. 

Reports persisted, despite official 
denials, that skirmishes with 
Bedouins have occurred near Beer- 
sheba, in which six native Christians 
have been killed. 

Jews, who hold the first proclama- 
tion of the high commissioner, Sir 
John Chancellor, as aiding and abet- 
ting their cause, were not so joyful 
over a second proclamation by the 
high commissioner, which announced 
constitution of special courts presid- 
ed over by British judges to try the 
criminal cases among both Jews and 
Arabs, growing out of the recent dis- 
turbances. 

London.—The situation in Pales- 
tine continues grave in communities

according to advices received by the 
Exchange Telegraph agent at Cairo. 


Aeroplanes have _ killed five and 
wounded 20 at Nablus, 
At Haifa Jewish shops are still 


closed. The situation is calm, how- 
ever, and people are resuming work.

Jews and Arabs are boycotting 
each other. The Anglo-Palestine 
Bank, which is Jewish, refused bills 
of credit to Arabs while Arabs are 
boycotting the Rutenberg electricity 
company and the Jewish bank. 

Following the repulse of Bedouin 
tribesmen by the British at Safed 
and Samkh, 80 wounded have 
arrived at Haifa. Aeroplanes have 
répulsed Aral forces endeavoring to 
attack Tiberias, and Arab losses aru 
believed to be heavy.

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| Shipping Crates For Hogs Grading Flour 


Method Of Constructing a Strong 
and Rigid Crate 


The experimental farms ship out a 
great many hogs for breeding pur- 
poses, using individual crates in 
most cases. In his report for 1928, 
published by the Department of 
Agriculture, at Ottawa, the Domin- 
fon Animal Husbandman describes 
the method of constructing a strong 
and rigid crate that is light in 
weight. The size of the crate for 
hogs of different weights are: for 
hogs up to 75 pounds, 9 inches wide, 
2 feet high, and 2feet 10 inches long; 
from 75 to 100 pounds the dimen- 
sions have to be increased to 10 
inches in width 2 feet 2 inches m 
height, and 3 feet in length. Hogs 
from 100 to 150 pounds require a 
crate 1 foot wide, 2 feet 6 inches 
high, and 3 feet 8 inches long. From 
150 to 200 pounds the width should 
be 1 foot 2 inches, the height 2 feet 
G inches, and length 4 feet. 

In constructing a crate it is first
